There was a sharpljs 
aggressive turn in the best of the reporting whwn Mitchell lost his cool and did two things 
he ordinarily would nof have done were he not worried: ridiculed "Katie" Graham and threatened 
the Post itself. I don t know how many sississ reporters they have on the story and what 
relates, but it has to “be many. More than a half dozen new by-lines are in today. The 
contj .ran ng infrequency of the Woodward and Bernstein by-lines makes me suspect they are onto 
something new. In toto, including stories on contributions alone, they must liave more 
than three pages today, and this without an editorial or ed-page article (the editorial 
section is almost entirely on the Jewish voted this issue, with most of the half-page of 
letters on this). 

In even a large ^unday edition, this is considerable attention to one story. At the 
same time, they continue to downplay wire-service stories. Every page-one story today is 
signed by a staffer. Unusually, they have two first-section by-liners by George Gardner, 
one written earlier on McKeithe^n and La., undated, p.1 and an inside written yesterday 
from Johnstown, Pa.
